M inister D enby C om plim ents th e M ili­ 
ta ry A u ilu lstratio n o f th e Isla n d . 


W a s h in g t o n , March 7th.—In a dispatch 
to the Departm ent of State, 
Minister 
Denby pays a high compliment to the pres­ 
ent m ilitary adm inistration in Formosa, 
who. the M inister says, is doing m uch to 
establish order and develop the resources 
of the island. 
In the last year it has been 
able to bring into subjection over 400 vil­ 
lages, with the result that 7,000 people 
have embraced civilization, and over 20,­ 
000 acres Of abandoned land have been re­ 
claimed. The previous condition of affairs 
is exemplified by the statem ent of Vice­ 
Consul Cowles, that a thousand m urders a 
year are charged upon the aborigines. Con­ 
sul Cowles, of America, speaking of the 
energetic adm inistration of the Governor- 
General, jays 
that 
he 
has 
instituted 
m any n e w taxes, and has erected a Gov­ 
ernm ent monopoly of the cam phor in ­ 
dustry. This, says the Consul, is regarded 
by the foreigners as but the first step or en­ 
tering wedge to a feeling of the way by the 
native authorities of Form osa to sim ilar 
and more im portant Government monopo­ 
lies in other and more im portant articles of 
"industry and trade, that m ight cause irre­ 
parable injury to the foreign commercial 
interests connected with the trade of For­ 
mosa, such for instance, as the tea and sugar 
trad e; and as nearly all the tea produced 
in Form osa finds a m arket in the United 
States, as well as some of the sugar pro­ 
duct, the creation of Government monopo­ 
lies in that island may justly be viewed 
with more than ordinary interest, as to 
their present and probable" * 
upon American interests.

E m p e ro r W illiam on th e S ituation. 


B e r l i n , March 7th.—Em peror W illiam 
yesterday received H err W edel Piedorff, 
President of the Reichstag. 
In the con- 
veisation which took place the Em peror 
said he was reluctantly compelled to dis­ 
solve the late Reichstag. 
Despite his ex­ 
planation to the Reichstag of the superiority 
of Germ any's neighbors over her in m ili­ 
tary matters, tbe 
opposition 
majority 
refused to sanction the m ilitary bill to the 
necessary extent, and the reasonable hope 
that the septennateterm would have been 
adopted after the exam ple given by France 
proved fallacious. It was more gratifying 
now to cherish the hope that a large m a­ 
jority in the new Reichstag would accept 
the bill at the outset. 
Referring to the 
attitude of the Pope during the elections, 
he said he had already been convinced of 
the pacific disposition of his Holiness, and 
that it was on this account that Germany 
had asked him to act as arbitrator in tbe 
dispute with Spain about the Caroline 
islands. 
In conclusion, the Em peror ex­ 
pressed the hope that all ecclesiastical 
troubles between Prussia and the Vadean 
would soon be peacefully and completely 
settled. 
T re a ty Betw een Italy, G erm any and A u s­ 
tria. 


L o n d o n , March 7th.—It is reported here 
as an absolute fact that Italy has m ade a 
treaty with Germ any and 
Austria. 
If 
France and Russia attack Germany, Italy 
is to move on France, 
if A ustria and Rus­ 
sia have a serious e inflict, Italy is to aid 
A ustria with her fleet. 
For this aid she is 
to get Trentino and Corsica, and Nice and 
Savoy arc to be hers if the war is general. 
A W a rn in g to Russia. 
B e r l in , March 7th.—The Kolnische Zei- 
tung warns Russia that even Gemían pa­ 
tience towards neighbors has lim its, and 
says: If Russia compels Germany to take 
account of the Franco-Russian agreement, 
let her beware lest she herself have to con­ 
sider a hostile Germany. 
T he Krenie Zeitung say s: Letters from St. 
Petersburg state that the general hatred of 
Germ any and the popularity of France are 
becoming a sort of violent epidemic in 
Russia. 


F irs t R ea din g of the Septennate. 
B e r l in , March 7th.—In the Reichstag 
to-day the septennate bill formerly passed 
its first reading.

Sofia, March 7th.—Baron Thielm ann. 
the German Consul-General, on behalf of 
Russia, has demanded the release ol the 
six rebels, two of whom have already been 
shot. 
The French Consul-General has 
complained that Karaveloff and Tsanoff 
were maltreated by the Government. The 
Government denied the charge, on the ad­ 
mission of the rebels themselves. 
The 
Porte has advised the Government to deal 
leniently w ith the rebels.

Jam es F. Goodman, a wealthy citizen of 
St. Louis, had o dgpute with hi* wife about 
a piece of real “eSTate h e ha8 presented to 
his little son. Goodman kicked his wife out 
of bed, and then brained her with a boot­ 
jack. 
Tbe child witnessed the killing. 
Goodman then went to the barn, severed 
an artery in his arm and hanged him self to 
a ratter. The dead woman was Goodman’s 
third wife, and the child to whom the 
property had been presented was the son of 
a former wife of the suicide.

He 
is responsible likewise for saying that carp 
have attained an age of 200 vears. 
H e also 
says that within fifty years a pike was liv­ 
ing in Russia whose age, according to tra­ 
dition, dated back to the fifteenth century. 
Probably some persons will doubt w hat is 
said by Professor Baird about the age a lish 
can attain. 
If they do, they are sim ply 
doubting the best known authority on fish. 
The Russian m inister says that in the 
royal aquarium in St. Petersburg there are 
fish to-day that have been known by tbe 
records to "have been in it 140 years. 
Some 
of them are. he says, over five times as 
large as when they ivere captured, while 
others have not grown an inch. An at­ 
tache of the Chinese legation corroborates 
this statem ent. 
He says there are sacred 
fish kept in some of the palaces in China 
that are even older than those in Russia. 
Goldfish have been known to have be­ 
longed to one family in this country lor 
oyer fifty years. 


C a r e o f t h e C a r r ia g e .—Do not allow 
m ud to dry on a newly varnished carriage; 
spots and stains will be the result if you do. 
Do not perm it water to dry of itself on a 
varnished surface, but remove all m oisture 
w ith a chaiuois leather only, after the soft 
sponge has been used. 
Do not let the 
leather top carriages lie long unused with 
the tops down, but raise occasionally, tak­ 
ing off the strain on the leather and net- 
stay by slightly easing the joints. 
Keep 
the" m oths ont of cushions and linings by 
frequent brushing. 
Exam ine the axles 
often ; keep well oiled and see that the 
washers are in good order.—Exchange.

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N e w Y o r k , M arch 7th.—It was a weary 
night that the m em bers of the Beecher 
household passed last night. One by one 
they would silently move in and out of the 
death cham ber, taking their turns at the 
weary vigil. Dr. Searle was at the post of 
duty w ithout interm ission until nearly six 
o’clock, when h e retired to his home. Mrs. 
Beecher had kept watch over tbe sick m an 
most of the night, fearing lie m ight pass 
away in her absence. She did, however, 
take a few hours rest on her couch in the 
room adjoining th at where the sufferer lay. 
A t six o clock, when Dr. 8earle went home, 
this bulletin wan issued : 
“ Mr. Beecher 
has been gradually failing during the night. 
His death is not, however, anticipated at 
the present.” 
All day Sunday and till 
m idnight the officer on duty at the door of 
the house was kept bus* answering the 
queries of friends anti strappers. 
For hours 
people stood in the dam p weather looking 
at the house, and it was not until the lights 
in • the windows were lowered that the 
crowd entirely dispersed. Even as lste as 
1 o’clock persons came up the steps and 
tried to read the last bulletin. 
Most of the 
flowers sent to the house came from the 
members of the congregation. Major Pond 
was in the house most of the day. H e told 
the circumstances connected with Beecher’s 
daily occupation just previous to the attack, 
with considerable feeling. 
H e sa d that 
Beecher, only on Tuesday last, told him 
how strong he felt and how glad he was 
th at he would be able to complete his book 
in tim e for the publlchers, and w hat pleas­ 
ure he found in w riting the work. 


NO CHANGE IN HIS CONDITION. 
At 11:15 Dr. Bearle returned to the house. 
H e did not expect any change in Beecher’s 
condition. 
H is life is slowly ebbing away, 
and, from the reports of those who have 
seen Beecher, evidently the end is not far 
off. 
T he condition of Beecher at this hour 
(12 m.) docs not vary essentially from th at 
given to the press last evening. The only 
changes perceptible are the 
increasing 
rapidity of the pnlse 
and respiration. 
These stand respectively 108 and 36 to 33 
per m inute. 
Respiration is also m ore 
shallow. Temp: tature reaches 101*. These 
symptoms indicate a gradual failure of 
vitality, which had been anticipated, and 
the consequent slow approach of the end. 
T he course of the disease 
cannot 
be 
changed by the occurrence of a fresh hem ­ 
orrhage, which may or may not happen, 
and the tim e of which cannot be sur­ 
mised. 
There are no reasons to believe 
that a fatal issue will occur to-day. 


THE PULSE MORE RAPID. 


N e w Y o r k , March 7th—2 p. m.—Beech­ 
er's pulse is a little more rapid. 
There is 
no perceptible change. 
Rev. Lindsey Barker, rector of St. Peter’3 
Church, called a few m inutes after 3 o’clock 
in tbe afternoon. 
H e was perm itted to see 
Mr. Beecher. 
W hen he left the ionse he 
said that Mr. Beecher’s condition was un­ 
changed, and th at he thought he could not 
live any longer than to-day. Dr. Searle is 
in constant attendance. 


CONTINUES TO SINK SLOWLY.

Beecher continued to sink slowly yester­ 
day. He showed no sign of consciousness. 
H is condition varied little from w hat it 
had been throughout Sunday.

but later it was stated the probabilities are 
that he would not last until this morning. 
Much anxiety prevailed all day to hear 
the latest intelligence from the bed-cham­ 
ber, where »o m any interests are centered. 
The strain on the members of the family 
and on the wide circle of intim ate friends 
in Plym outh Church, which has now con­ 
tinued for four days, began to tell upon 
their strength, blit the unconscious patient 
was wholly unaw are of the great concern 
around.

SHALL XT BECOME RESPECTABLE, OR 
REMAIN ODIOUS? 


A correspondent whose opinions are en­ 
titled to respect, and whose partisanship is 
strong, asks why we assail bossism if it is 
the natural product of the American sys­ 
tem ? 
W hile, however, not asserting that 
to be true, his inquiry justifies the belief 
th a t he looks upon it as the evolution of a 
political system not possible to be changed. 
T he response to the suggestion is, simply 
th at the premise is untrue. 
T hat bossism 
is an outgrowth of our system is admitted 
—but it is abnormal and ulcerous. 
I t in­ 
dicates not the hopelessness of the ease, 
but the fact that the blood needs the ad­ 
m inistration of a corrective. 
Further on, 
our correspondent, w ith some asperity, 
asks if the rule of the boss is the result of 
the acquiescence of the people, why should 
they complain ; and if it is not true th at 
when they consent to his management, ac­ 
cept his labors for party and avail of his 
skilled disciplinary methods, th at they 
thereby estop themselves from m urm ur­ 
ing, possessing, as they do, the power to 
revoke at will the control granted ? 
The inquiry gives the question away. 
T he failure to do duty in any sphere of 
activity invariably breeds ills. 
T hat the 
peoply by neglect of public duties have 
consented to bossism, is in a sense true, hut 
th at they are thereby barred from com­ 
plaint, is not. 
W ere the methods of the 
boss justifiable, and the results contribu- 
tive to political purity, he would not be a 
“ boss,” but affirmatively the representative 
of the majority of th e people. 
But, says 
our correspondent, there always existed 
leaders and managers, and they always 
will, of necessity, exist. 
They are indis­ 
pensable in organisation, and as essential 
as any other part of political machinery- 
B ut if, for th e sake of the argument, we 
adm it this to be true, it does not follow 
th at the leader shall lie a conscienceless, 
unscrupulous, vote-buying, • nomination- 
selling, legislation-commission boss, deal­ 
ing in the hum an cattle th a t swarm from 
the slums, and making merchandise of the 
prerogatives of freemen. 
In the methods 
and agencies employed are the roots of the 
evil. 
These methods are not illustrative 
of a representative system ; they do not 
voice the judgment or stand for the con­ 
science of the majority, and are, therefore, 
undemocratic. 
W hatever is undemocratic 
is antagonistic to a republican form of gov­ 
ernment, and it follows th at boss methods 
are destructive of American institutions. 
I t is not so much because of the venal­ 
ity of men, the corruption of officials, the 
weakness of law-makers, th a t many are 
led to express their nervous doubts of the 
experim ent of a Republic proving success­ 
ful, as because of the bossism that stands 
behind these evils, and, by obstructing the 
path of reform, makes its ways difficult 
to tread. 
W hen sinister elements control 
th e m achinery of party, the mediums of 
protest are usurped, and the machinery of 
organization, that in itself is wise and be­ 
neficent, is made baneful, and im potent to 
respond to the demands of the people. This 
control has become so autocratic and dis­ 
dainful th at citizens desiring to compete 
w ith the chosen of the bosses, for offices of 
trust and honor, cannot secure even the 
poor privilege of having th eir names pre­ 
sented to their party conventions. 
The dread of facing law-makers that falls 
upon the people biennially is due to Ihe 
universal conviction th at behind ill legis­ 
lation is all-powerful political bossism, 
shielding the unworthy legislator from 
th e people. 
To call the venal legislator, 
th e mortgaged m unicipal officer, or the 
vicious State adm inistrator to account, is 
o f little avail, since such action is only in 
the nature of treatm ent of symptoms. 
To 
assail the outward manifestations of in­ 
ternal 
disease 
is 
the most 
imbecile 
of methods for the removal of its causes. 
Now and then, in their indignation, the 
people, by sudden revolts, do work reforms 
th a t cause tem porary disappearance of the 
symptoms, and there is thus created a fatal 
confidence th at the 
disease 
itself hss 
ceased. 
Indeed, bossism prefers th at there 
should be occasional revolts, since these 
interm ittent manifestations are unfailing 
evidences th at the scat of the evil is not to 
be probed. 
■So we have said repeateu _ th at lopping 
off of twigs will not kill the tree, that 
bolts and spasmodic breaks and short­ 
lived independent movements are not in 
the direction of true reform. 
If bossism 
is to be extirpated, it will only be done by 
uprooting the evil, and the complete ex­ 
traction from political soil of tfip remotest 
threads of its tap-root. 
T his is to be done 
not only w ithin party, but by an absolute 
revolution of the ideas of duty-doing in 
American society. 
Men must be brought 
to see th at performance of duty as a citi­ 
zen is superior to the duty done as a par­ 
tisan ; th at he is the best partisan who is 
the most active in his capacity as a constit­ 
uent of good society, and he is the enemy of 


society who delegates to another the exer­ 
cise of a sovereign right. 
Propositions 
have 
lately appeared 
in reviews and 
pamphlets for compulsory methods to com­ 
pel the American sovereign to exercise the 
privileges he enjoys; to attach penalties 
for the non-performance of political duty; 
to cut short the rig h t of the voter if it is 
not exercised in primaries, caucuses and 
elections. A ll such remedies, as Simon 
Sterne so well puts it, in treating a cog­ 
nate subject “ are to the body politic what 
quack medicines are to the physical body.” 
W e will npt shake off bossism under com­ 
pulsion. 
W e can be rid of it only In­ 
voluntarily resuming the prerogative that 
we have perm itted the bosses to usurp. 
Men w ill buy nominations only so long 
as bosses 
have power 
to deliver the 
goods, and th at power they will possess 
just as long as the voters neglect to engage 
in the business of distributing nominations 
for themselves. 
Men will use bosses to 
accomplish legislative ends, m unicipal con­ 
trol and the distribution of patronage, 
just so long as the people neglect to exer­ 
cise their sovereign right to legislate for 
themselves, determine m unicipal policy 
and make office, place and public service 
the reward of fitness, rather than the 
recompense for partisanship. 
“ I t is a cardinal doctrine,” said Pro­ 
fessor Sumner, “in any sound political sys­ 
tem, th at rights and duties must be in 
equilibrium .” 
It is therefore an immoral 
system where this equilibrium is dis­ 
turbed, and classes arrogate to themselves 
the rights, while throwing the duties upon 
others. 
Our present system gives to the 
bosses all the loaves and fishes, and to the 
voters al! the burdens of governmental 
support. 
The former have become practi­ 
cally a privileged class, and rule as despot­ 
ically as the most exclusive classes in the 
most absolute autocracies. 
They have 
debauched the public conscience by their 
practices, until 
the 
announcement 
no 
longer 
shocks 
the 
public 
conscience 
that they m ark their price upon offi­ 
cial station worth the having, and ped­ 
dle patronage as hucksters do their goods- 
Clustering as groups ef rogues, they manage 
cities and States as they would houses 
of ill-fame, ruling them in their own in­ 
terest by bribing electors, 
threatening 
those who cannot stomach their system, 
and plundering the treasuries over which 
stand sentinels of their appointment, while 
they solicit in the market-places and pro­ 
cure for the lusts of their clients. 
In fa d 
they have so brought reproach upon the 
m achinery of politics, th at when the ap­ 
peal is made to self-respecting voters to 
come out and do battle w ith these Appol. 
Ivones in the town meeting and ward cau­ 
cus, the response is made much like that 
H olland form ulated: “No good man can 
undertake to have anything to do with the 
primaries, unless he belongs to ‘ the ma­ 
chine,’ w ithout loss of self-respect.” 
The 
m istake in this excuse is apparent. If the 
friends of free, full, fair and honest ex­ 


pression by American sovereigns would 
unite, they could at least test the question 
which is in the majority, the clan of the 
boss or the men of clean politics, and de­ 
term ine the question w hether bossism is to 
be made respectable or remain odious. 


A GOOD BILL IN DANGER. 


A good bill was defeated in the Assem­ 
bly for lack of one vote yesterday. 
I t was 
proposed by the Fish Commission, and is 
the result of their long experience and 
sonnd judgm ent. 
I t provides for the li­ 
censing of fishermen, and makes the re­ 
tention of the license dependent upon the 
observance of the fish laws. 
By this means 
the Commission hoped' to reach the Chi­ 
nese who fish unlawfully and de¡>ort three 
and a half millions worth of food fish an­ 
nually, from which exportation we derive 
no benefit whatever. 
By this bill they 
hoped to compel all men to conform to the 
wise laws made for the preservation of that 
cheap food, the palatable fishes of our wa­ 
ters. 
It would have made every fisherman 
a policeman, in effect, watchful if his 
neighbor observed or violated the law. 
Senate Bill 102 was framed for the sole 
purpose of making the law for the preser­ 
vation of fish effective. 
It passed the Sen­ 
ate by a unanimous vote. 
W hy it failed 
in the Assembly is a m ystery probably 
not even a political boss could explain. 
The Assembly Committee on Fisheries 
unanim ously approved the bill, the Fish 
Commission has been laboring for weeks 
in its behalf, honest fishermen favor it, 
dealers and packers favor it—in fact, who 
does not favor it is a question no one an­ 
swers. 
A notice of reconsideration has 
been given and the bill will be up again 
to-day and it ought to pass. 
I t levies a 
tax on eacli boat of $-5 where less than 3 
men are employed, and for every additional 
one $2 50. 
T he license to be revoked in 
case of illegal fishery, and thus the defiant 
Chinese with their bag-nets and set seines, 
and other apparatus, will he brought under 
control of the Commission, and be watched 
by all fishermen who do not resort to ille­ 
gal methods. 
It is to be hoped some con­ 
science stricken Assemblyman will turn 
about and vote straight to-day, and give 
the people who eat fish, and the men who 
honestly catch them , a half a show against 
Chinese thieves, and any and all defiant 
men who fish by illegal methods. 


THE ^ELECTION. 


The election to-day is squarely between 
Republican and Democratic tickets. 
If 
both were oat of the way, and the divorce, 
ment of m unicipal domestic concerns from 
politics a reality, we would be much 
nearer correct methods of choosing munici­ 
pal administrators. 
W hile old methods 
are, however, employed, the Republican 
party comes forward with strong claims 
for its ticket in a city Republican by a 
pronounced 
large m ajority. 
T he party 
has put forward a ticket thoroughly well 
known and challenging its opponent with 
a list of men competent and trustworthy, 
whose interests are all here, and whose 
identity w ith the city is co-equal w ith the 
greatest number of the years of their lives. 


T h e complete collapse of the carmen’s 
strike in San Francisco, reads workmen one 
more chapter of the tru th th at the worst 
use to which a wage-winner can devote his 
energies, is the promotion of attem pts to 
bully and coerce men into yielding up 
the inalienable right to labor- for whom 
they please, and for w hat they please.

SENATE. 


Mokday, March 7th. 
The Senate met ht 2:301*. m., the President in 
Hhe chair. 
The hrst business taken up was Murphy’s 
motion to recousider the vote on S. B. 437, to 
prevent the introduction of persons afflicted 
with eoiitageous diseases. The bill was passed. 
Roth ottered a resolution appointing Messrs. 
Cinnie, Langford and Sargent a committee of 
free conference on S. B. 72. 
. 
Vrooman presented a list of deficiency bills 
aflectiug the civil government of the State, to 
be read oefore any other business be disposed 
of. He ottered a resolution to that effect 
Several amendments weie offered to include 
other bill-, which were defeated, with the ex­ 
ception that, on motion or Gesford, S. B. 441, re­ 
lating to the Resident and Assistant Physician 
of the Napa Insane Asylum. 
Boyers moved tbat the special file only should 
be considered between 8 and 10 o’clock at the 
eveniug session. Lost. 
White moved that all bills not read the first 
time be stricken from the file. Carried. 
S. B. 19, relating to the opening, improvement, 
etc., of public streets. Passed. 
[Message from the Governor announcing his 
approval of S. B. 2 9, to prevent the sophistica­ 
tion and adulterutiou of wiue.l 
A large number of Assembly messages were 
read aua referred to committees. 
'1 he Senate concurred in the Assembly am end­ 
ments to S. C. A. 2, relating to salaries of Su­ 
preme J udges. 
The bill appropriating 85,000 to be used by the 
Controller and Attorney-General lor the costs of 
proceedings before the United States Supreme 
Court to which the Mate is a party, was read 
the second and third times and passed ; also, 
the bill appropriating 8933 SO for Hilaries of ad­ 
ditional clerks in the Controller s office for the 
38th fiscal year. 
A. B. 278, to pay the claims of certain attaches 
of the Supreme Court. Passed. 
S. B. 4-13, relating to the duties and salaries of 
the resident and assistant physicians of the 
Napa Insane Asylum. Passed. Also, S. B. 61, 
providiug for expenses of Insurance Commis­ 
sioner. Also, 8 . B. 358, to provide for the defi­ 
ciency in the appropriation for the restoration 
and preservation of fish. Also, S. B. 346, to pro­ 
vide for the deficiency in the appropriation for 
the costs and expenses of suits wherein the 
State is a party in interest. Also, A. B. 395, to 
provide tor the dcSciency in the appropriation 
for salaries of the Commissioners of the cupreine 
Court. Also, A: B. 259, to provide ior rent of 
the chambers occupied bv the Supreme Court 
Commissioners. Also, S. B. 193. to provide for 
the deficiency in the appropriation for payment 
of rewards ottered by the Governor. Also, S. B. 
357, to provide for the deficiency in the appro­ 
priation for the restoration and preservation of 
fish for the 38th fiscal year. Also, S. B. 211, 
reimbursing the State Treasury for 853,752 77, 
the sum represented by County Treasurers’ re­ 
ceipts for special depjsits stolen therefrom.

As but few 
of the memliers of the Assembly are lawyers 
and have no use for them, this donation of eighty 
sti of books, valued at $40 eaeii, was looked 
upon as ra'her a strong pull, vet it curried by 
almost a unanimous vote. Coombs of Napa be­ 
ing the only member IVho voted against this 
last grab. The House at the first of the session 
voted themselves a set of Codes valued at $10 
each. 
Curry of $an Francisco wishing to complete 
this library, moved that the Secretary of Stale 
lie directed to forward by mail afler the close of 
the session, to each member of the House, a 
complete set of all the books, charts, maps, dia­ 
grams, plats, circulars, reports, etc . etc., pre­ 
pared by the State Engineer.

LEG ISLA TIV E NOTES. 


Unless the members of the Legislature 
desire to answer to the people for trying to 
defeat and annihilate the plan of the State 
publishing the series of school tcxt-books, 
which the people so unanim ously approved 
when adopting the c institutional amend­ 
m ent providing therefor, they will do well 
to at once take steps to pass Assembly Bill 
503, which has already passed the lower 
house and gone to the Senate, and Senate 
Bill 426, which is on the special file in the 
Senate for third reading. The former pro­ 
vides for continuing the publication, and 
the otiier for distribution. The failure to 
pass these bills means the killing of the 
entire plan to furnish the people with the 
State school book series. 
The Assembly Committee on the State 
Library m et last evening. The payment of 
the Thomas bill was found to be charged. 
The money, $1,373 25, was drawn Novem­ 
ber 27, 18S5, and final payment not made 
until ten m onths later. 
W allis admitted 
that in this m atter he had been negligent. 
The first delay was caused by the catalog­ 
ing and non-arrival of all the books. He said 
he had not used the money, and that it was 
always on hand. H esaidhe had been robbed 
of $480 in January, but that was his own 
funds. The cash-book showed that the full 
$1,373 25 was charged as paid on November 
27, 1885. Judge Beatty explained how busi­ 
ness was conducted under the present 
Board, and said such a thing could not now 
occur. 
Mr. Lawrence then quoted a war­ 
rant, 685, dated July 22,1886, for $14 i, which 
was not paid until October, 1SS6. Mr. 
Knox, of the committee, said that the 
method of conducting tbe business was 
loose and reprehensible, aud the committee 
would be compelled so to report. Tbe 
committee adjourned to meet at 8:30 r. m. 
to-morrow.

A Lecture on “ Jeru salem " by a Native 
of the H oly City. 
W ad-El-W ard, a Hebrew, a native of 
Jerusalem , delivered a lecture last evening 
at the First Baptist Church, to a large au­ 
dience. 
His lecture was upon “ Jerusalem 
and the Holy Land, the customs, dress, re­ 
ligion and m anners of that people.’ 
In 
Jerusalem , he said, a man was never of 
age so long as his parents lived. 
If the 
son or his wife comm itted a wroDg the 
father retained the right of punishing them 
for the offense, and none could gainsay his 
authority. If on the part of tbe son the 
offense was one of a serious nature, the 
father could drive him from the country 
and could compel him to leave forever 
his wife and children. The clim ate of 
Jerusalem is said tc be glorious, something 
sim ilar to that of the Oroville citrus belt. 
The girls are given in m arriage at ages 
running from 12 to 15. while boys were 
permitted to marry at ages ranging from 14 
to 18. 
W hen parents desire to select a wife 
for their son the m other goes to a family of 
the same social position, forms the ac­ 
quaintance of the daughter, and after re­ 
peated visits, if she concludes that the 
girl is 
A SU ITA BLE PER SO S TO WED 
H er son, she so informs her husband. The 
latter then visits the daughter’s parents, 
and asks the price, whicb, as a rule, is 
fixed in accordance with their social con­ 
dition. The inteuded bride is then pre­ 
sented for the first tim e to her future hus­ 
band. This presentation is repeated seven 
times. A t each presentation she is dressed 
in a new garment, supposed to be given 
her by her intended husband. 
These 
dresses, according to their custom, last the 
woman as long as she lives, and in style 
are the same as have been worn by the 
Jews 
for 
ages.

was 
always 
invested 
to the best advantage and kept as a sacred 
trust for hej- against the daysot misfortune. 
Referring to the divorce laws of that coun­ 
try, he said a husband and wife agree 
to disagree, the wife demands a bill of 
divorce, which is given ; she returns to her 
lather, shows her release and is received 
again into the family, but if she returns 
hom e without a bill of divorce, she is 
questioned as to the cause of separation, 
ami, if it proves to be on account of infi­ 
delity, she is taken immediately outside of 
the city and 
STONED TO DEATH. 
The husband, if he proves untrue to his 
marriage vows, is punished in like manner. 
No distinction is ever made, and death is 
as certain to the husband as to the wife. 
The speaker showed the three different 
methods of reposing while visiting the 
house of a stranger; also, referred to tbe 
funeral customs, etc. H e said that their 
food consisted largely of fruits, and that he 
had seen bunches of grapes in his native 
country which weighed forty’ pounds. 
He 
also spoke of seeing twenty-five to thirty 
oranges in a bunch, which would measure 
twenty inches and over in circumference. 
The lecturer said if he could only remain 
in the northern citrus belt a few years he 
would grow as fine oranges here as they 
have in Palestine. In speaking of butter- 
making he said that his people made their 
churns by stripping the skin from a goat, 
and then tanned it, turned the hair inside, 
and then poured the m ilk in i t ; it was then 
churned. This m ethod produced butter 
equal to any furnished by the American 
restaurateur, it being strong and bairy. 
Referring to the price of living, he said 
that seven cups of coffee only costs 23 
cents, and that 100 eggs could be pur­ 
chased for 
23 cents. 
A sheep which 
would weigh from 350 to 400 pounds could 
be bought for $1. The lecturer then con­ 
cluded the evening's entertainm ent, which 
lasted two hours, by singing songs in eleven 
different languages.

MECTIMl OF THE EVE. 


R ep o rt o f th e C om m ittee A ppointed to 
K ra ft R esolutions. 
A meeting of the Sacramento Bar was 
presided over yesterday at 1:30 p. m., by­ 
Judges Armstrong and Van Fleet, to re­ 
ceive the report of the committee appointed 
at a previous meeting to draft resolutions 
of respect to the memory of the late Chief 
Justice Morrison. 
This committee, con­ 
sisting of A. P. Catlin, W . H. Beatty, C. T. 
Jones, John H. McKune and Add.C. Hink- 
son, submitted the following report, which 
was received and adopted, and by the Court 
ordered spread upon the minutes. 
It will 
also be presented tc the Supreme Court: 
“ The Bar of Sacramento are affected 
with profound sorrow by the death of Chief 
Justice Robert F. Morrison. 
In his official 
relations with us he always commanded 
our affectionate regard and respect. 
For 
about eight years he was a citizen of our 
city. 
Here he first entered upon his pro­ 
fession, and was here first admitted to the 
Bar, and was soon after chosen by the peo­ 
ple to the office of District Attorney of 
Sacramento county. He removed to a larger 
sphere for action, and was soon appreci­ 
ated in the metropolis of the Stale" and 
placed upon its highest bench. 
After ten 
years of service in this position he was, 
under the new Constitución, called by the 
people to his last and most responsible 
trust. 
In liis personal character he was 
without blemish or reproach, singularly 
pure-minded, even-tempered 
and unaf­ 
fected. 
In his official character he had a 
good reputation, and, as a learned and im­ 
partial Judge, ready, conscientious and 
fearless in the discharge of great duties, 
contributed a large share to the high char­ 
acter of our Supreme Court. He was yet 
but little beyond the prime of life when 
stricken by the disease against which he 
struggled, amid laborious duties, with pa­ 
tience and resignation. He will be remem­ 
bered as a man eminent in the history of 
California, and as one entitled to grateful 
recognition for his public services, which 
began, when a boy, with a musket in his 
hands, as a private in a Western regiment 
under General Taylor, from the Rio Grande 
to Buena Vista, and after a long, useful and 
honorable career,

A S m a ll W a r lo r Ju d g e B u ck le y to D e­ 
term in e the M erit» of. 
Yesterday morning a colored man named 
Samuel Mars appeared at the station-house 
and complained that a short time previ­ 
ously he had been cut with a large pocket- 
knife by another colored man, named 
William Grant, at the latter’3 premises, re­ 
ceiving a wound on the ear and one on 
each shoulder. He claimed that the knife 
was used without provocation. He said 
he had been living at Grant’s house, but 
two or three weeks ago Grant ordered him 
out and kept a portion of his worldly 
goods. Yesterday morning he went to 
Grant’s house and asked for his property. 
Grant at first pretended that he did not 
hear what was said, but, on the request be­ 
ing repeated. he assaulted Mars with his 
knife, inflicting the wounds referred to 
above. Not having any weapon, Mars dis- 
comfitted bis enemy by butting him be­ 
tween the eyes, and was then allowed to go. 
Officer Parren dispatched him to the City 
Physician's 
office, where 
the wounds, 
which are not serious, were dressed. 
Shortly after Mars left the station-house 
Grant appeared there to get a warrant for 
Mars’ arrest for battery. 
His eyes were 
swollen and discolored, showing the effect 
of the butting, and one of them hada slight 
cut beneath it. His nose had been bleed­ 
ing ireely, damaging his clothing. 
He 
stated that Mars visited his premises, ap­ 
parently to provoke trouble, and finally as­ 
saulted him, giving him right anil left­ 
handers with great liberality. 
He begged 
him to desist, but when he would not. and 
sacmed disposed to maul him as he would 
a tough beefsteak, he took out his knife 
and defended himself with it.

The Natoma Company, sixteen miles east 
of this city, on the Sacramento Valley 
Railroad, has 1,900 acres of solid vineyard. 
The place presents a busy scene at this 
time, there being no less than 150 men em­ 
ployed on the grounds, plowing, cultivat­ 
ing, etc. 
Every part of the vineyard looks 
well, and the prospects for a fine crop are 
excellent. 
A force ol men are engaged in 
replacing the grapevines that have been de­ 
stroyed in various ways through the season. 
Not a dead or incompetent vine is allowed 
a place in the vineyard. 


V alu ab le Seed s from Ja p a n . 
Dr. Latham has sent to Japan for some 
of the roots ot the “ mountain” bamboo 
for propagation here. There are as many 
kinds of bamboo a3 there are kinds of grass, 
and they run in sizes from the little bam 
boo grass, hardly knee high, to that of the 
“ moun.ain” bamboo, which grows from 
40 to 60 feet high. This variety will make 
a beautiful grove, furnishing shade and 
shelter from sweeping winds from one 
season's growth. Aside from this, it is 
useful for a great number of purposes. 
Heretofore only the smaller varieties have 
bien imported intotbis Stale,and of course 
only the smaller varieties grown. 
The doctor is also importing some up­ 
land rice seed. 
Perhaps it is not well 
known that one-third of the rice of the 
world is grown on uplands without irriga­ 
tion, the same as wheat or barley, and that 
it will grow under the same conditions re­ 
quired by those cereals. 
In Japan it yields 
more per acre than wheat or barley, and in 
market brings three times more money’ 
It will prove a valuable addition to our 
cereals. 
He will 
also receive 
a quantity of 
“ choyu” beans for seed. These beans 
contain 40 per cent, of nitrogenous and 20 
per cent, of oily matter—the same elements 
of nutrition contained in beef or mutton. 
The value of these beans will be seen by a 
comparison with those of other countries, 
which contain only 16 per cent, of nitro­ 
gen and 8 per cent, of oil. The German 
Government introduced the cultivation of 
these beans to that country to take the 
place in part of the much higher-priced 
meat diet.
